The Indigna- 
tion which Exgenio,who isa Gentleman of a juft Taft, 
has, upon Occafion of feeing Human Nature fall fo 
low in their Delights, made him, I thought, expa- 
tiate upon the Mention of this Play very agreeably. 
Of all Men living, faid he, I pity Players, (who mult 
be Men of good Underftanding to be capable of being 
fuch) that they are oblig’d to sepa and affume pro- 
ftures for reprefenting Things, of which their 
eafon mutt be afhami'd and,’ which — mutt: 
difdain their Audience for approving. The A- 
iriendment of thefe low’ Gratifications is only to 
be'miade by People of Condition, by encouraging 
the Prefentation of the Noble Characters drawn 
by ‘Shakefpear and ‘others, ftom whence it is im- 
offible to return’ without ftrong Impreffions of 
Honour and Humanity. On thefe Occafions, Di- 
ftref is laid before us, with all its Caufes and Con- 
fequences, and our Refentment_plac'd according to 
the Merit of the Perfons afflicted. Were Drama's 
of this Nature more acceptable to the Taft of the 
Town, Men who have Genius would bend their 
Studies to excel in ‘em. How farcible an Effect 
this would have on our Minds, one needs no more 
than to obferve how ftrongly we are touchd by 
meer Pictures. Who can fee Le Brun’s Picture of 
the Battle of Porws, without entring into the Cha- 
rater of that fierce gallant Man, and being according- 
ly fpur'd toan Emulation of his Conftancy and 
urage? When he is falling with his Wound, the 
Features are at the fame Time very terrible and lan- 
uifhing ; and there is fuch a ftern Faintnefs diftus'd 
ough all his Look, as is apt to move a kind of 
Horrour, as well as Pity, in the Beholder. This, I 
fay, is an Effect wrought by meer Lights and Shades ; 
confider farther a Reprefentation made by Words on- 
ly, as in an Account giv’n by a good Writer: Cata- 
line in Saluft makes jult fuch a Figure, as Porws by 
Le Brun. \t is faid: of him, Catalina vero longe a fuis 
inter Hoftium Cadavera repertus eff ; paululum etsam Jpi- 
rans, ferocemque Animi quam vivus habuerat in Vultu re- 
tinens, © Cataline was found kill‘d far trom his own 
“ Men among the dead Bodics of the Enemy : He 
* feem’d full to breath, and {till retain’d in his Face 
© the fame Fiercenets he had when he was living. You 
have in that one Sentence a lively Impreffion of his 
whole Life and Actions. What I would infinuate 
from all this, is, that if the Painter and the Hilto- 
rian can do thus much in Colours and Language, 
what may not be perform’d by an excellent Poet ?
